WAN WJZ Hereas Our molt Loyal and Ovedient Subjects, the Lozds Spiritual and Lempozal, and 
Commons in Parliament Allembled, being paſſionately Senſible of the Calamitous Con-

e FR both of Church and State; ail which our fins have jultly deſerved: And being now 
ae Aſſembled in Parliament, as the great Councel of this Our Kingdom, to Conſult of ſuch 
means as they conceive fitteſt to redreſs the pꝛelent Evits Wherewith this Nation is ſurrounded ; Have in the 
firit place humbly beſought Us, That by Our ſpecial Command, One o2 moze Days may be fo:thwith D0- 
lemuly let apart, wherem, both themſelves and this Kingdom may by Faſting and P2ayer ſeek a Reconciliatt- 
on at the hands of Almighty God. and with bumble and nenitent hearts beſeech him to heal the Bꝛeaches of this 
Matton, andremove the ©4919 if ander, and to avert thoſe M:ier'es Wrrewiry iT 15 tü:tatned, aud con- 
tinue the Percies it doch per tap, aud that he Will be graciouſly picaled to beſtow his abundant Bielling upon

1:51:05 Diſpoſition being thereto readily inclined, We have Reſolved, and hereby do Tommand a General and 
Publick Faſt to be kept throughout this⸗whole Kingdom, in luch manner as is hereafter Directed and Þ2e- 
lcribed. And to the end lo Religious an Ererciſe may be perkozmed With all Decency and Unikozmity, Me have 
Reſolved upon a Gꝛave and Religious Foꝛm of Solemnizing thereof: And do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Com⸗ 
mand, That on Wedneſday, being the Fourth day of February next, this Faſt be Religiouſly and Solemnly Ob⸗ 
:ſerved and Celebꝛated, in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, Burrough. of Souchwark, and other Places within 
Ten Miles diſtance, wherein We in Dur Royal Perſon, and With Pur Royal Family and Houſhold, will 
give Erample to the reſt of Our People. And that on Wedneſday the Eleventh day of February next, the like be 
Kept , and duly Obſerved thzoughout the reſt of this whole Kingdom of England, and Dominion of Wales, and 
Town of Berwick upon Tweed. And fo the moze oꝛderly Solemnizing thereof without Confuſion, Me, by the 
Advice ok Our Reverend Bilhops, have Directed to be Compoſed, Pꝛinted, and Publiſhed, the Foꝛm of ſuch 
Pꝛapers, and Publick Erhoztations, as Me think fit to be Uſed in all Churches and Places at the Times akoꝛe⸗ 
laid, and have given Charge to Our Biſhops to Dilperſe the ſame thzoughout the whole Kingdom ; And We 
Require and Command all Pꝛeachers, to Erhozt their Congregations on the ſaid reſpective Days ,! to Mercy 
and Liberality to the Pooz, in this time of Dearth and Scarcity ; All which We do, Expreſly Charge and Com⸗ 
mand (hall be Reverently and Decentiy Perkoꝛmed by all Pur Loving Subjects, upon Pain of Dur High Dil⸗ 
pleaſure, and ſuch Puniſhments as We can Jnflic upon all ſuch as hall Contemn , oz Neglect ſo Religious 
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Given at Our Court at Whitehall this Sixteenth day of Faxwary 1675; and in the Five and twenticth 
year of Our Reign.
